Ontario, Ont., Nov. 13.—"Labor Sun- 


day" Is a suggestion laid before the 
American Federation of Labor In" a reso- 
lution introduced at today's session by 
Secretary Frank Morrison. The resolution 
tt-ould designate the first Sunday In Sep- 
tember of each year as the occasion when 
the churches of America devote some part 
of the day to a presentation of the labor 
qucatipn. 
It also recommends that the 


various central and local labor bodies be 
requested to co-operate in every legiti- 
mate way with ministers who thus ob- 
serve Labor Sunday. 


A resolution. offered by the American 


Federation of Musicians asks that the 
.American FedA-ation ot Labor petition 
congress to appoint a special committee 
to investigate the methods employed by 
ths steel industry In maintaining indus- 
trial conditions, and that. If it is found 
that the tariff, instead of being used to 
maintain American industrial conditions 
is turned into the pockets of the employ- 
ers, the tariff on steel be suspended. 


Socialism Comes Up. 


. Following the arrival of John Spargo 
and Robert Hunter well known workers 
in the socialistic field, Frank Hayes a 
delegate from the United Mine Workers, 
introduced a resolution declaring for the 
socialistic economic program. 


Tills resolution is expected to give the 


socialistic element an opportunity to dis-

propaganda on the 
floor.

the day Is frequently beautifying In 
effect and at the same time acts bene- 
ficially upon the growth. 
To put on 


this Ingredient a tiny drop of oil Is 
placed on the flnger tip and rubbed 
lightly over the hair, to which it im- 
parts lustre without a greasy look. 
Should too much be applied. It Is easily 
wiped off with a soft cloth.

Per- 
sons might really regulate the heat 
for themselves by that in which house 
plants flourish—if it agrees with flow- 
ers it Is apt to be correct for them. 
If it becomes necessary to change the 
temperature at night the pots must 
be removed and not returned In the 
morning until the air has become that 
to which the plants are accustomed.

Care of Tender Feet

foot, or insufficiently long for ease and 
comfort, . though large enough else- 
where, either cramp or distort the fore 
part of the foot and toes, or arrest the 
nails In their forward growth, forcing 
them back upon the sensitive .flesh at 
their roots and sides aud causing them 
to grow In thickness and width only.

The stairways from the first' floor 


to the basement and from -the first to 
the second floor are Tennessee- marble. 
The entrance and stair halls have Ro- 
man Mosaic floors with Masonic em- 
blems, , and all floors throughout the 
building except in the banquet hall, 
social rooms and stage floor win be 
marble granite and cement.

floors are 
o.uarter-sawed 
oak and 


maple. 


The principal windows, except those 


on tho second, or social room floor, are

WAS 2 one-story house, built of rough stones, with 
wide overhanging eaves and quaint leaded Jflass 
windows. The largest part of me was the hall,

are in love with each other, and when 
the boy's father, who has discovered 
his whereabouts, suddenly arrives at 
the little'theater and insists that his 
son shall return' to the parental roof, 
the young: man »indignantly refuses. 
For the first time in many weeks the 
troupe is confronted by an overflow- 
ing audience, but their hopes of a

fiance, no longer cares for her enough 
to endure the privations of their ultra- 
bbhemian li£e. So 'by a ruse she suc- 
ceeds in persuading him-to return to 
his millionaire father's borne. 


•'" In the third- act, which transpires in 
a fine mansion. where a fashionable 
vaudeville entertainment is being giv- 
en, Towers and his ward arrive to 
contribute their "turn" and the young 
man, who is one of the 'guests, again 
meets .his former sweetheart. 
His old 


infatuation returns, but she tells him 
candidly that their separation is final. 
A sincere affection for Towers, the 
man who has been her protector and 
mentor through years of vicissitude, 
has ripened into honest love. . In the 
last act she makes her debut before 
a New, Tork audience and her latent 
genius, which has been developed! in 
adversity, is recognized as something 
phenomenal. Towers, who has coached 
her in the part in which she has elec- 
trified the metropolis, finds solace in 
his 'ward's success, and prepares to 
return to the old nomadic life on "the 
road." 
But Margaret shows him that 


her love for him is real and the cur- 
tain falls on their reunion, with every 
prospect for a triumphant career be- 
fore them.

CHARLES DICKENS AND THE 


STAGE. 


Apropos of Otis Skinner's coming 


production of "Tour Humble Servant." 
which is described as a romance of 
stage life and stage folk, it is interest- 
ing to hear the actor himself discuss 
this subject as'it has been treated by 
that great master of fiction. Charles 
Dickens. 


'1 think most people who have an 


intimate acquaintance with life, 'be- 
hind the scenes.'" said Mr. Skinner 
recently, "will agree with mo that for 
a. true knowledge of the actor and the 
conditions of theatrical life. Dickens 
surpassed 'all other novelists in his 
graphic picture of the stage in -Nich- 
olas Nickelby.' 
Of course we must 


•take into consideration the fact that 
when Dickens portrayed the Crummies 
family and the 'Infant Phenomenon.' 
he was writing about the life of th« 
itinerant thesplan of the mid-Victorian 
period. Human nature never changes, 
however, and the types he shows us 
in 'Nicholas Nickelby' was patterned 
after a well known manager named 
•Davenport -who has a circuit of the- 
aters In England at Norwich. Ports- 
mouth and other' places. 
Moreover, 


the portrait of the -Infant Pheaome- 


on' was taken direct by Dickens from 
precocious 
child. 
oW Davenport's 


daughter. 
She afterward developed 


into that admirable and accomplished 
actress known both in England and 
America as Mrs. Lander, whose hus- 
band, it may be remarked in passing, 
was a distinguished general in the 
American army. 


"Edmund Yates. who was an Inti- 


mate friend of Dickens, always main- 
tamed that Dickens had at one time 
been a member of Davenport's com- 
pany In Portsmouth, and that Dickens- 
intimate knowledge of the Inner life 
of the theater was derived from his 
experience there. 
His description of 


the journey of Nicholas and Smike 
to Portsmouth and their adventures 
with Crummies certainly lend color *o 
this statement. 
Edmund Tates once 


ventured to broach the matter to the 
great novelist himself, but he laughed 
it off. although he admitted that 't 
was the keenest disappointment of his 
life not to have heen a great and suc- 
cessful 
actor. When 
Yates replied. 


'But. Charles, you are a great novel- 
ist.' he retorted, "That's all very well 
but I would rather have been a great 
ai-tor-to have the public at my feet' 
Not content with being the most pop- 
ular novelist of the day. Dickens, like 
Alexander, sighed for new worlds to 
conquer. 


"To return, however, to the Daven- 


ports, who were the prototypes in real 
life of the Crummies family. 
When 1 


was a young actor, a mere stripling 
I shared a dressing room in a Phlla- 


delphia stock company with an old 
English comedian, \V. A. Chapman, by 
nauie. He had played with little Miss 
Davenport and he stoutly maintain^ 
that 0ick-?ns had been a member of 
h<?r father's company, although, of 
course. Dickens traveled with them 
ini-ognito. 


"Some years afterward, when Chap- 


man was active in London, the news 
circulated in the green r<x>m ou«- night 
that the novelist was sitting out in 
front 
In a private 
box. Chapman 


looked through a hole in the curtain 
and to his surprise found that this 
Illustrious personage was the erstwhile 
actor who had played suiall parts with 
him with the Davenports. 


"Chapman furthermore told me that 


Miss Davenport in her youth was not 
only one of the best Juliets. Portlus 
and Paulines of her day. hut an ac- 
complished vocalist as well. She fre- 
quently essayed the prima donna roles 
in operas like 'Somiambula.' 'Crown 
Diamonds.' etc. American playgoers 
who are so fortunate as to witness the 
admirable art 
of Mrs. Lander in 


Oiacomettl's 
'Elizabeth' 
and 
other 


Kreat roles, will recall with enthus- 
iasm what a superb actress of tragedy 
she was in her prime. 
More than 


once 1 tried to 'draw' her about 'Nich- 
olas Nickleby' and the widely circu- 
lated story that she had been the 
model of tho 
'Infant 
Phpnonenon.' 


Evidently the subject was uncongen- 
ial to her. She was difficult to Mraw' 
and passed the subject by with the 
easy Indifference of 'my dear Ladv 
Disdain.'"

The lesson is at once 
ono »f encouragement and of warning. 


We may forget the sins oi the past. 


A man's character la measured not by 
his sinlessness but by the Intensity 
of his struggle against sin. His des- 
tiny dbos not depend upon his making 
no moral mistakes, but It does depend 
upon what he does after their occur- 
rence. He may look back Upon them 
with Indifference and he will partuke 
ot their nature; they will transform 
themselves Into habits. He may look 
back upon them with dread, he may 
call them--by their right names and 
turn from them, and they will then be- 
come stepping stones to higher things. 
If we think of the sins at all let us 
think to act, not to Idly brood. Salva- 
tion is separation from sin. Remorse 
dots not sever one from his sin; only 
repentance can do that. Borrow for 
sin avails absolutely nothing except as 
it -sends one to the Christ for a new 
power to overcome the forces that 
tend to his ruin.

We may forget the failures of the 


past. There are things upon the re- 
cord which are legs than sinful, which 
are the product often of the slnceresf 
effort, but which have left a legacy 
of loss and regrets. They are the un- 
wise acts, the blunders, the failures 
of our yesterdays. 
How many they 


are! 
A great artist once said, "No- 


body ever does anything;

tries." Yet here, too, Paul's secret of 
progress applies.

We must forget the successes of 


the past . There have been victories 
in our yesterdays.' Each of us has 
some memories which he. prizes as a 
priceless heritage from the days that 
are gone—memories of some deed nf 


kindness, of some sacrifice of love, of 
some crisis when he was true. Must 
w« forget these things? Yes. exactly 
»E we must overlook the other things. 
It Is the time of effort now, not of at- 
tainment 
As long as there Is any 


ideal of life unrealized, any duty re- 
maining unperformed, we are still In 
the midst of the race. Satisfaction Is 
as fatal to progress as despair. What- 
ever of attainment the past has won 
for us. must be the point of new de- 
parture and the pledge of better things 
to cowe, for growth Is the law of life. 
No man is good to-day unless he Is 
better than he was yesterday. 


No wasting time with vain regrets, 


no satisfaction with the second best 
for us before whom stands the Christ 
in His peerless manhood. Let us fol- 
low Him to life's end and crown. Let 
nothing in the past cheat us out of 
His riches nor swerve us from His 
high aim. 
We have nothing to do 


with yesterday but to get a sunlit to- 
morrow out of It

the occasion and the ivay she did 
ventilate the acts of those two boys 
was a picnic to .the large crowd of In- 
terested spectators in the court room, 
for Mr. and Mrs. Smith were well 
known, being members of prominent 
families in Union township of this 
county. 


It was the second marriage for both 


the plaintiff and the defendant, death 
having previously robbed each of a 
loving companion, and each had chil- 
dren 
which 
this second 
marriage 


brought together under the same roof 
—Mr. Smith the two boys, Clyde and 
Tracey, aged respectively 16 and 13, 
and Mrs. Smith two daughters, one an 
infant and the other 3 years old. 


Things went along lovingly for a 


short time following the marriage, but 
after awhile, so the boys sny, It got 
to bo blue in the family home and 
their sweet stepmother of the first 
few weeks turned into "a mean old 
thing" and was cruel to them In the 
extreme. 


According to their story they -were 


treated miserably by their stepmother. 
They were not given the sugar and 
molasses. 
This was reserved for the 


daughter. They were given the crusts 
Instead of the more palatable part of 
the bread. When they came into the 
house In the evening they were forced 
off to bed with wet stockings and not 
allowed to warm their feet. 
These 


and.other unmotherly acts were testi- 
fied to by the boys. 


• -As rebuttal to this Mrs. Smith said 
the boys were Incorrigible, that they 
were 
constantly 
doing acts 
they 


should not do, and that her husband 
had told. her to be strict with them 
arid enforce obedience, but that event- 


. ually he took the side of the boys. 


The testimony in Its entirety show- 


ed that the husband and wife had lost 
all the love they may have ever had 
for each other, that they were incom- 
patible- In their temperaments, and 
that with their children life together 
would always be a family jar. Hence 
the court granted the divorce, the de- 
cree being glveri the wife.

Daughter Bares Crime of 


Mother After Silence 


of Three Years. 


Chicago. Nov. 13.—Details of the 


most srewsome murder with which the 
Chicago police have had to deal for 
many years were laid bare before As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler yesterday by 
Clam 
Brodenheyer. 
an 
18-year-old 


girl, whose desire for a diamond rln; 
prompted her to betray her mother 
and endanger her own liberty. 


The girl told how, three years ago. 


her mother had'shot her father, Henry 
Brodenheyer, to death, stripped the 
body of Jewelry and then concealed it. 


The mother, driven mad by remorse, 


is now an Inmate of the institution for 
the insane at Dunning. The girl, who 
witnessed the tragedy and helped her 
parent conceal the body, is secreted 
somewhere in Chicago, her where- 
abouts being kept secret by the police. 


The diamond ring which figures so 


largely in the case, was taken from tha 
dead man. and later hidden for a year 
under hig tombstone by the woman 
who killed him.. Then, when she was 
sent to Dunning, it .was taken from 
her and given .into'the charge of the 
authorities there. The girl's efforts to 
obtain this were responsible for her 
confession after three years of silence. 


Details of Confesiion. 


The confession was to the effect that 


Mrs. Brodenheyer. shot and killed her 
husband 1n a slaughter-house at the 
outskirts of Madison, • Wis., July 23, 
130G, and then, with the assistance of 
her daughter, dragged the body to .V 
fence near by, where it was found n 
few days later by a passing farmer. 


A part of the recital of the affair 


was the story of the 'daughter relative 
to the luring- of the husband-and fath- 
er-by her mother to the slaughter- 
house. 
The murder occurred on a 


Sunday afternoon, according to the 
confession, Brodenheyer having been 
enticed to the place by his wife. The 
slaughter-house, according to the girl, 
had been located by her mother sev- 
eral days before, and the latter In- 
duced her husband to go to the local- 
ity on a pretense of taking a trip to 
the country. ' 


Upon arriving at the place the moth- 


er suggested, according to the daugh- 
ter's story, that he look over the es- 
tablishment with a view of ascertain- 
ing if it was similar to "slaughter- 
houses in Germany." According to the 
story obtained by the police, Broden- 
heyer went ahead of hla wife and 
daughter 'and ha'd barely opened the 
door of the slaughtering establishment 
before _ his wife drew a revolver and 
shot him'hi the back of the head. He 
reeled, according to the police story, 
and turned about, facing Mrs.. Broden- 
heyer. The next Instant, it is assert- 
ed, another bullet from Mrs. Broden- 
heyer's pistol entered his head above 
the right eye and he-fell over mortally 
wounded. 


Diamond Bares Crime. 


Details of how an attempt was made 


by the mother and daughter to "string 
up" the body to a hook used in the 
slaughtering-house for "hooking- up" 
slaughtered animals, how it failed and 
how the body finally was dragged to 
the side of a fence'adjoining tlie near 
by road, were related .by Detective 
O'Donnell, one of those who heard the 
confession. According to the latter, he 
obtained a confession from -the daugh- 
ter as a result'of the latter's desire to 
obtain a diamond ring taken from her 
mother at the time she was commit- 
ted to the Dunning insane asylum five 
weeks ago.

The mother became jealous of her 
husband and, after taking money from 
him, .she planned to go to Europe. She 
failed in this scheme because 
the 


daughter learned of her plans and took 
the money, so that she could not get 
away. The mother then decided to kill 
her husband. In this she succeeded 
and since then the police have beeti 
affled until the present time. 


Goes Through Clothes. 


"It appears • that four years ago 


Brodanheyer was engaged in the jew- 
elry business at Lincoln and Belmont 
avenues. Shortly before the Christmas 
holidays in that year he bought about 
$1,800 worth of jewelry from down- 
town wholesale firms ajid planned to 
to make a payment a few 'days after 
the purchase. 


"He obtained money from the bank 


and the night before the day on which 
he planned to pay his creditors his 
•wife went through his Clothes and 
took the money. He discovered the 
disappearance of the money the next 
day when he went into a saloon and 
put his hand Into one of his pockets to 
pay for a drink. The outcome of that 
transaction was that he -went Into- 
bankruptcy. 


"About three years ago the family 


moved to Madison. 
The wife became 


jealous of their daughter for some rea- 
son I am not aware of.. The outcome 
of this -unusual feeling on her part 
was that the mother decided to go 
back to Germany and Induced her 
daughter to leave home with her. 


CONTEMPT CASE DISMISSED.

1 ^Leases Made Useless by 


Option Law. 


jMnrlon. Ind.. Nov. 13.—'Judge IJ. J. 


ffculus, of the Grant circuit court yes- 
terday decided for the defendant in the 
stilt of Arabella Dow ngalnst the Indiana 
Brewing association, wherein the plaintiff 
sought to collect $300 for one year's rent 
Wr a room at Elwood rented by the plain- 
tiff to the defendant under a live-year 
ItKisi! fur saloon purposes. 


Jn rendering this decision Judge Paulus 


has set a preccndent which may affect 
hundreds of similar cases'In Indiana. It 
is of Interest to liquor dealers throughout 
the state who have been compelled to 
close their saloons because of blanket re- 
monstrances and local option laws. 


After the Indiana Hrewlng association 


had leased the Dow room at Elwnnd the 
ward In which it was located became 
"dry", by remonstrance. The defendant 
company had no 'use for the room, then 
worthless for a Sitloon. and In fact the 
lease stipulated that it should be used 
for saloon purposes. 


Demanded Full Rent. 


The plaintiff demanded the rent up to 


the full term of the expiration of the 
lease upon the claim that the lease was 
contracted in good faith and at a time 
when there r.eerned no probability of In- 
terference with the operation of the sa- 
loon. ' 


The defendant denied the responsibility 


oJ completing this contract with the plaln- 
tlfl, 'since the stale imposed a. differ- 
ent law than was expected when the 
lease was made, making it possible to 
defeat the purpose for which tlie lease 
was mnde. 
It was also shown that the 


, residents of Elwood, by availing them- 


selves of the provisions of the Moore re- 
'mr.nstrance law. did make the Second 
| ward, in which the leased building was 


located, "dry" by remonstrance. 


While the Elwood case was brought un- 


der special conditions and referred to the 
closing of the 'saloon by the Moore re- 
monstrance 'law, the same principle may 
apply to saloons closed by local option.

"The Gold Bug." The 'slight misunderstanding 01. 
terms at the start increases the angle of error-as 
the investigation proceeds. What is''charity? The. 
dictionary says it is 'beneficence to the poor; benevo- 
lence, almsgiving, relief for.the.needy/ 
• 
• • 


The dictionary does not' seem to know the modern 


acceptation, of the word. That is not modern char- 
ity—Charity Organization charity or State Board of 
Charities charity. Charity of the day is a misnomer. 
At the very beginning of the search for a new.char- 
ity we. meet a confusion of terms. The'-professional 
dispenser of charity is cautious and statistical; he 
lubordinates relief to investigation and advice; he is 
the almoner of the uplift. 


Poverty 'to him is a disease due principally to 


physical or mental defects in the applicant for aid 
or to deficiencies in Character, and, incidentally, he 
belleves-r-although he is. generally 'very conservative 
on this point on account of the-'views of -wealthy and. 
valued contributors—tbat there may be something in 
the constitution of society which is out of gear. So 
It is that "charity" so called has become largely ap- 
plied sociology. 
The cost of its administration, 


which devolves 'upon many trained and professional 
assistants, is great and includes an "Intolerable deal" 
of card indices and special bookkeeping and often is 
in excess of the money given out for food and gro- 
ceries and coal. 


On the face of things there seems to be no lack of 


beneficent, agencies. 
Organization is everywhere. 


The directory of the Charity Organization Society 
teems with well sounding names of coteries -which 
constructively minister to the unfortunate. 
On.the 


classified list are agencies for the care and relief of 
needy families in their homes, day nurseries, kinder- 
gartens, fresh air societies, legal aid societies, leagues 
for relief in national and international calamities, re- 
lief for foreigners. The destitute and neglected chil- 
dren are the- objects of solicitude in many ways, and 
tor them are provided asylums, homes, cheap lodging 
houses, children's societies, children's courts and re- 
formatories. Here are permanent aad temporary 
homes for the "grown-ups." municipal. State and na- 
tional. The sick are aided by numerous hospitals, 
pnbllc and semi-public, and by homes for the incnr- 
»ble. The defectives are cared for in asylnms, schools 
»nd homes. The delinquent adults arc taken in ch.irse

Favorite Forms of Charity. 


Preventive social work, now a favorite form of 


modern charity, includes savings and loan associa- 
tions, beneficial societies, leagues for the improve- 
ment of- social conditions, model tenements, settle- 
ments, neighborhood houses, clubs, libraries and read- 
ing rooms. Another manifestation of; charity is in 
the formation of associations for the purpose of 
giving the benefits of their advice and experience to 
the charitable organizations of the-city and State, 
which hi tarn advise the poor not. to get needy or 
they may be in want Churches and religious con- 
gregations of all kinds have relief organizations more 
or-less loosely articulated and employ a host of vis- 
itors. 


Practically'airthe charitable endeavors of the city 


carry on their campaign under the aegis of tue 
Charity Organization Society, which has been de- 
veloped consistently along the line that poverty is a 
disease for which'the patient is'largely responsible, 
and that the main .thing Is to teach him how to live. 


"It should be said first of all tbat the word charity." 


to quote from the official guide of the Charity Organi- 
zation Society, "as part of the-title of the society and 
of this directory is used. In a technical sense. It covers 
' all forms of uplift to those who are in any way de- 
pendent and it is not restricted, as commonly sup- 
posed, to alms.eiyln?." And again it Is -written :—• 


"The society is an investigation agency. It is bas°d 


upon the axiom tbat intelligent and eCfectn.il help, 
achieving permanent results, can be given only -when 
there is a full understanding of the facts. To ascer- 
tain these In every case of distress bronght to Its 


notice-it maintains a corps of trained visitors at the 
central bureau, hi-addition to the ageuts and assist- 
ants-at the district om'ces, and carries on a wide cor- 
respondence." 


So extensive fire the ramifications oC this central 


bureau of scientific uplift that some years ago a bill 
was passed tuat the city should give no more outdoor 
relief to the poor, with the exception of a few hun- 
dred dollars given out annually as a dole for the blind. 
Mi this was abolished, to quote Croni the directory, 
"in the belief that private charity would prove ade- 
quate to meet the need." 


This city of New York is an amiable Mrs. Jellyby, 


ready and willing at all times to aid the natives of 
far dimes and with not a cent to relieve the misery 
of the outdoor poor, except by carting them off to 
hospitals and- alinshouses. 
There is no means by 


which the city may officially take cognizance of .1 
destitute home or give aid to a family in desperate 
need without sending the members of it to various 
institutions. There is no way in which a destitute 
prisoner may .be fed in a station house except 
through a collection made by the police themselves. 
Only recently have the charitable -societies, which 
have been notified through tortuous channels of ex- 
treme destitution, been giving immediate aid. sntf 
there still remains a.wide Held Tor an instnnt relief 
society which would give food and drink and clothing 
at once for temporary needs and investigate later. 


Suggestions for Relief. 


As the city is prohibited by law from aiding the 


poor in their homes, there rnisbt be an association 
which would aid (hr> destitute and the hungry on 
sisbt and leave to others ministration to the indus- 


' trial and sociological ailments which heset them. 


Why not have a Charitable Charity League? 
It 


would have novelty and its usefulness would be va- 
ried, although it might not come up to the standards 
of scientific relief. Many of the tenets oC such an 
organization could be gained from the Society of St. 
Vincent do P:iul, which is conducted largely by vol-' 
untcers. 'It withdraws its aid if it finds on investiga- 
tion tbat the object, of charity is unworthy, but it 
aids tirst without question so far as its means will 
permit, Cor fear .that it might err in not giving tho as- 
sistance which is often so sorely required. Under 
the present rOgime.' however, there is a dearth of 
menus for prompt and I'ajiid aid in cases of extreme 
desf.itution. 
This problem is a difficult one from 


every point of view. 


Those who have made a study of charity in its 


modern aspect take the position that without investi- 
gation money given for '-elicf is likely to be largely 


^ wasted.

• "As far as organized charity is concerned." said Mr. 
Robert W. Hebberd. Commissioner of Charities, "it 
must be borne in mind tbat unless there is investi- 
gation made money Cor charity is likely to be en- 
tirely wasted. Iu order to speud their time in Inves- 
tigation social workers must live, and in order to live 
they must earn money. The machinery must be 
maintained. The actual giving o£ alms is the smallest 
part of the work of charity, for when a man gets to 
the condition where he needs such aid something is 
the matter with bis method of life usually, which 
must be remedied. He must be helped to rehabilitate 
himself, and In order to do that he should hnve advice 
and should bo aided in obtaining employment.'' 


Of the needs which seemed to him the most im- 


perative, Mr. Jlcbberd thought tbat the giving of 
funds to fight against tiie spread of tuberculosis 
would be a good way lo expend ¥1,000,000. 


"For instance." he said, "the city is building .1 hos- 


pital for the treatment of tuberculosis patients on 
'Biackweirg" Island. The completion of tbat institu- 
tion would be a worthy object and of incalculable 
benefit to humanity. Again, there recently has been 
a complete change in the theory of alcoholism. From 
time immemorial the dtunkard bas been practically re- 
garded as a criminal and has been locked up'and 


of a inUlion dollars in the aid of any special charity, 
would require much thought. 
\ 


"I should say," he remarked, "that one of the great 


needs of the day is in connection with the fight 
against tuberculosis. Recently there has come to our 
attention a proposal to found an institution for the 
teaching of preventive medicine. That would mean 
tho training of experts who would practically have 
the standing of physicians whose duty it would be to 
aid the people to so care for themselves that they 
would be able to ward oft disease. Ventilation, sani- 
tation, cleanliness and many such things could b« 
taken up. The Bureau of Child Hygiene is also on« 
of the new agencies which is destined to be practical 
and useful." 


Dr. Orlando F. Lewis, financial secretary of thi 


Charity Organization Society, who has had a wide 
experience in all phases of the work of modern re- 
lief, declared that the extension of homes for tha 
aged was of the greatest importance. 


"There are comparatively few of such institutions 


now," said lie. "and those which now exist have long 
waiting lists. In order to gain admission to such In- 
stitutions it is necessary that the applicant himself 
or some one for'him shall deposit several hundreds 
of dollars. Perhaps the time will;come when we 
shall have .old age pensions in this country which the 
government and the wage earner will co-operate in 
creating, but until then it will be necessary to have 
such, homes as those of which I speak. 


"One of the great needs of the present age is a way 


in which the aged workman or clerk, who has done 
his life work well and has been unable to save 
enough against bis old age, shall be cared for in such 
a way that there.may be no loss of self-respect The 
war against the white plague, the establishment of 
homes for the convalescent and ttie more humane 
treatment of the Inebriate are other objects worthy 
of the attention of,a man who bas a million dollar* 
to spend in aiding his fellow men." 


Views such as bave been given Indicate the trend 


of charity in its modern acceptation and what might 
be expected, in a general way from an official board 
asked to indicate an enterprise to which a man with 
nrr.ple fortune might devote large sums.

Rearing Calves Successfully 
PLANT NUT-BEARING TREES 


BY •&. X. KUSHDtQ. 


Now is the time for every farmer to 


see that his stock Is protected from 
frosty nights and chilly winds. The 
cost of tightening up the stables Is but 
a trifle compared with the loss made 
by stock that goes unprotected. 


It requires a great amount of feed 


to keep up the animal heat to overcome 
the chilly winds. 


Probably the "best spent time and 


money in the farmer's output at this 
time of year is that used in preparing 
to better take care of his live stock. 
Don't delay this, but attend to It at 
once, for it may mean the difference 
between profit and loss. 


It you cannot give the proper care 


to all ot your live stock, tL'en select the 
best of your animals for your own 
breeding anC feeding and sell the bal- 
nnce at the very best prices that you 
can obtain. 


Get rid of it, however: better take" a 


small loss at the present time than a 
much larger one later on because the 
stock is in poor condition. 


Keep no more than you can keep 


right. 
You can make a profit off a 


small number rightly kept, where you 
would lose money trying to keep more 
than you can properly care for. Right 
now is the time to make this decision 
as to what you can do, and then dis- 
pose of the balance. 


All stock that is to go to market can 


be fattened at less expense before cold 
weather sets in. 


Wheji new animals are to be pur- 


chased the early buyers get the choice 


In makihg this selection It shoult 


not be done hastily. In fact, I have 
known some breeders needing one ani- 
mal to purchase four or five, and as 
they ^develop, watch them, and then 


i 


make the final selection 
ones not desired.

TLese can always be disposed of at 


cost, or perhaps a handsome profit, 
and the breeder who does this always 
wins out in .the end with the best 
grade of stock. 


The time and money spent in visiting 


other breeders is one of the best In- 
vestments one can make. 


The knowledge gained in this way 


will be of great value in making your 
selections, as one breeder seldom visits 
another without gaining some infor- 
mation. 


If. after culling out the poorer ones, 


you have a few animals for sale, let 
others know what you have. 


Many farmers have first-class ani- 


mals, but buyers do not know it, sim- 
ply because they never said anything 
about it 


If you have something good, say so, 


and let others know it. Get all out of 
your stock that is possible. 


There arc people who will pay what 


is right 'for your best stock and it is 
the extra price that adds to the'profit 
of your farm. 


It you raise better stock than others, 


because you find it more profitable, go 
a little farther and get th'e most'out 
of what you have. 


Now is the time others are looking 


for breeding animals, and if you have 
some good ones they will bo very easllv 
disposed of. 


Now Is the time to see that all the 


crops are well covered. Are there any 
leaks In tho roof? If so. mend -them 
so there will be no spoiled spots of 
feed. 


It is well to go around the pasture 


fence and see if there are any places 
where little pigs can get out when 
they are turned into the stalk field. 


Tako a lot of straw from that old 


straw stack to the barn for bedding; it 
will improve tho manure wonderfully, 
which is'so valuable to the land. 


A prominent stock raiser says he 


does not allow Lis calves to nurse their 
dams but once. After this they are 
fed their mother's milk for two weeks. 
The first week they are 
given two 


quarts of milk in the morning, one 
quart at noon and two quarts in the 
evening. The second week they are 
given three quarts twice a day, morn- 
Ing and evening. During the next two 
weeks the feed of the calf consists of 
half whole and half skim milk, with a 
pinch of flaxseed meal (made by grind- 
ing the whole seed) added to it. about 
one ounce at a feed. The quantity of 
milk fed during this period (the second 
two weeks) is about three quarts twice 
a day. 


After the calf is a month old it is 


given four quarts of skim milk twice 
a day with an ounce of fiaxseed meal 
and a handful of mixed corn meal and 
ground oats. The calf is taught to eat 
this by putting the mixture in the milk 
a few times. Then the grain is fed dry. 


after the skim milk. Feeding this dry: 
material after the skim milk is fin-' 
ished prevents the calves from sucking I 
each other when they are let out of the! 
stanchions in which they are fed. The | 
quantity of grain is gradually increased! 
until at two months of age the calf is 
receiving a quart of the mixture a day.

These stanchions are 
very convenient and are easily con- 
structed. 


When the calves are turned out to 


pasture and begin to eat grass freely, 
they are fed less 
milk, 
grain, etc., 


though, as previously stated, milk Is 
f«-d more or less until the calves are at 
least G months old. 


The owner cautions against breeding 


heifers too soon. He says that heifers 
should^not bring calves under 25 or 2C 
months of age. and 30 months is better. 
Make winter cows of as many of them 
as possible; enough will go over till 
spring anyway to give needed cows at 
other seasons.

of a little creature which scientists 
claim is the original equine.

in the New York museum in the same

'This little horse of the eocene period

Turkeys do. better when they can 


roost in the open. If well fed they will 
thrive more in the shelter of the trees 
than, in a close, confined house. Tho 
troubles that arise from allowing them 
to live in these trees ure that they 
become wild and frequently are stolen. 
If housed, their quarters should be airy, 
roomy and perfectly clean. It is not 
wise. to have them roost with other 


Roosting places of this kind are bet- 
ter sheltered when located on the south 
side of the barn or building. 
The 


writer has seen a flock 
of 
turkeys 


which go the year round to such a 
roost: they belong to one of the most 
successful growers ot Rhode Island, 
and they live continually in tho open, 
not having even the shelter of the 
trees. 


In colder climates, where 
shelter 


must be provided, a house may be 
built that is fashioned after many of 
our poultry houses with' the slanting 
roof; an open 
ventilator 
should be 


placed In front, close to the roof, and 
never be closed except in cold weather. 
The rooats should be placed on a level 
In tho front of the house, with a slid- 
ing or rolling door In the rear. Only 
light enough Is needed for the turkeys 
to see tho way to and from the rooats. 


WHEAT 


While it is customary in Indiana, as 
rule, to have wheat sown by Sept. 25, 
e found by the past year's experience 
lat it is not always best to follow 
iy fixed rules or customs. Some of 
le best wheat produced in the state 
his year was sown as late as the third 
reek of last November. Henry Roth, 
rabill, Ind., having sown his wheat 
ist before the ground froze up last 
-Jovember.

own every year it will result in 
leavier yields and a better system 
Every pound of manure should be 
aved and hauled out upon ttie ground 
'lefore it has leached out on the side 
'f the hill in the barnyard and before 
t has lost from 50 to 75 per cent of

How many houses have a supply of 


nuts for winter? But few can, as the 
nut-bearing trees have almost entirely 
been destroyed. 


The pecan and hickory were cut for 


wagon and handle timber down to the 
small saplings; where once were large 
groves of shellbarks there now are 
only thickets of small sprouts and 
ines and in but a few years more 


pecan or shellbark cannot be had 


unless it is cultivated. Some few 
ire now planting a few trees near the 


e. but on hill land they make slow 


progress and it will be many years 
jofore they receive the fruits of their 
labor. 


The proper place for planting trees 


of this kind is low, dark or black soil 
near a small creek or river. On this 
kind of soil they make rapid growth, 
often boarlns nuts the sixth or seventh 
year after planting, and in planting a 
grove of shellbarks or 
pecans 'the 


ground should be cleared of all other 
sprouts and kept In that condition un- 
til the trees arc large enough to care 
for themslves, say when they are ten 
years old. 


Tli'o nuts should be planted twenty- 


five feet apart each way, three or four 
In a place. At the end of the flrs 
year cut out to one In a place, leaving 
the nicest sprout. Hickory or pecan 
should always be planted where wanted 
ns transplanting often spoils the tree 
as they cannot be removed withou 
damage to the tap root, and that often 
causes the tree to blast or not fruit ai 
all. 


But, where they are left to RTOW 


where planted they seldom, if ever, fai 
to fruit. 


Land planted In this way will brinj 


good grass and can be used as pauturt 
vhich it good for tho trees after thej 
are large enough to not be Injured 
by the stock. 


I know one farmer who has about 


Ifty acres of shellbarks which wc-w 
eft where nature planted them. 
Al! 


other timber was removed and th« 
and turned to pasture. The trees now 
arc about fifteen years old, have fln« 
round tops and bring a large crop ol 
nuts each year. 


The owner of the land says he gets 


larger returns from the fifty acres then 
from any like number of acres on hit 
1.200-acre farm. 
Since, removing the 


scrub timber there has been no ex- 
pense. 
No cultivation was required 


and he has the grass and nuts for hog 
pasture in fall and winter. 
It also 


makes plenty of shade for all kinds ol 
stock during the summer. 


He is now planting more of his low- 


land to pecan and shellbark tree* and 
next year expects to commence ship- 
ping nuts to the city market.

price last year In the home town wa» 
$2.00 per bushel. 


When one of his trees dies he re- 


moves it for wood and replaces It as 
soon as possible. 
In this way ths 


grove is kept up in fine shape and adds 
much to the beauty and value of th« 
farm, as well as bringing pleasure and 
profit to the owner. 


It Is true the small farm cannot spare 


much ground for this kind' of tree 
planting, but most farms have gome 
creek bank or piece of waste land that 
should be planted in nut-bearing treet. 


Unlike any other crop, when tlrty 


once begin bearing they no longer re- 
quire mucti care and will continue im- 
proving for many years.

HOW TO TAKE A HORSE'S PULSE 


The pulse is due to an automatic 


expansion and relaxation in the wall 
>f an elastic tube—the artery—caused 
>y the jets of blood pumped into those 
vessels by means of a force pump— 
he heart 
' 


Each stroke of the. heart is equal to 


one pulsation—viz., a rising- and falling 
of the arterial wall. 
In health the 


average number of pulse beats per 
minute is ab6ut thirty-six to forty. The 
arger the horse the slower or fewer 
:he number of beats per minute. 


A very good place to take the pulse 


s at the underside of the jaw. By 
•oiling- the tips of the fingers about a 
ittle they can be brought on to the 
Mood vessel. 


Don't press too firmly, nor yet too 


ightly. Tho animal must be kept still 
and quiet. In point of importance the 
'character" of the pulse must be the 
best guide. That is to say, the blood 
vessel may impress us as feeling hard, 
soft, full," quick, small, wiry, regular or 
irregular. 


These are niceties which require 


practice before they can be fully ap- 
preciated. 
In disease, pleurisy—the 


pulse will be found beating about 
eighty times per minute (depending 
upon the stage of tho disease) hard, 
,viry and irregular. 


In pulmonary apoplexy it may. be 


beating 120 times per minute. 


When properly taken it forms a val- 


uable means of assistance in ascertain- 
ing the nature and progress of dis- 
ease.—W. R, Gilbert.

Its Use Is Recommended Be- 


cause of Its Convenience 


and Economy

A person operating a dairy of flfJ 


teen cows • or more should have two 
gasoline engines. I have two engine! 
in.use In my dairy, one seven horse- 
power and one two horsepower. 


The seven horsepower is used for 


grinding feed and the two horsepower 
for separating, washing, churning and 
pumping water. 


I once used a sweep mill tor grinding, 


but it was unsatisfactory, because just 
at the time work was slack so we might 
grind seventy-five or a hundred bushels 
of feed ahead it would be sure to rain 
or snow so we could not work out ot 
doors. 
' 


But with th'e engine under cover we 


can grind at times when we can't do 
anything else. With the 
old horse- 


power machines, the track was usually 
viorn in deep ditches which made it 
difficult to carry grain In and out. 


The horses would not make the cir- 


cuit many times before they would get 
to shirking and the longer we ground 
the slower it wont 


A seven horsepower engine is plentj 


large enough to run a two-hole sheller 
and feed mill at the same time, but It 
is a little light to crush cobs unless 
set pretty coarse. 


My engine 'will crush from eighteen 


to twenty bushels an hour, and 'con- 
sume about one-halt gallon gasoline 
per hour under full load. 
i' 


I have never tested it to see how 


many bushels shelled corn it would 
grind, but from 'the way it crowds 
through I would think forty bushels 
would not be an extravagant estimate. 


This engine could be put to other 


uses as well as grinding, but I have 
never used it for anything else. Th« •

The dairy is producing fifty gallons 


of milk daily and this is separated with 
this little engine. It Is set at 300 revo- 
lutions, is fitted with a six-inch pul- 
ley, 
drives a large pulley on: the' line 


shaft fifteen inches in diameter. 


.The separator pulley ' on. the • Hns 


shaft, is six inches and a large wooden 
P.ulley on the separator fourteen Inches 
in-diameter.

This set of pulleys runs .the sepa- 


rator at fifty-five revolutions; -In or- 
der to figure out the velocity you-de- 
sire a machine to run it Is necessary 
to have a speed indicator. 


First, ascertain the speed of the en- 


gine. 
Then, If you do not wish to 


change its speed 'you will have'to use 
pulleys which will increase or dimin- 
isr- the speed of your machine as you 
wish. 


This can be figured out by finding 


how far a given point on the circum- 
ference of the engine pulley will travel 
'in a minute and from this basis ascer- 
tain the sizes of the wheels needed 
along .the line by dividing the length ot 
their circumferences into the distanc* 
traveled by a given point on the pre- 
ceding wheel. 


This division is necessary except the 


pulleys on the line shaft where they 
all make an equal number of revolu- 
tions; whether large or small. 


SILAGE FOR HORSES
